WROTE A LETTER FROM JAIL

Was Sent 1o Mis Fother im Italy and
Req 1 Assi in His Effons
to Save Mis Life-Not Sucecessfal
in Getting Help.

Murderer Cregzengo Merolo's ldentity
was so firmly established during his
trial by the testimony of the commons
wealth thet the jury found him gulity
of murder of the first aegree after heing
out deliberating less than an hour; but
an incldent which occurred recently al-
mogt seals the verdict and leaves no
doubt concerning the case,

Detective MeSweeney found in Me-
rolo's trunk in Old Forge a few days
subseouent to the murder of Emanuel
Loro and the attendant flight of the
murderer, & military certificate, show-
Ing the names of the prisoner’'s parents
to be Domenico and Munzio Merolo,

Merolo was arrested In Boston on
Oct, 14, 1885, and was hrought to this
city & woeek later, He was tried at the
Decembeyr sesslon of oyer and terminsy
court before Judge Edwards, and was
found gullty In manner and form as
charged In the Indictment,

District Attorney Jones made out a
very comulete case for the common-
wealth. Attorneys John T. Martin and
Joseph W, Brown, representing the de-
fendant, set up the theary of mistaken
identity and on that lne argoed fope
his acquittal, alleging that the prison-
er was not Crezenzo Merolo, but Fran-
cesco La Bracea, A letter received by
Mr. Jones from the ltalinn consul is
us follows:

What Is proved by the letter 18 no-
tably that the prisoner, it his proper
personality were La Bracea, and not
Merolo, was not able to recelve from
his friends In laly any assistapes to
clear himself from the great erime with
which he was choarged, hisg life being
trembling In the balanee,

The military certificate found In his
trunk nt Old Forge after his tlight
showed the names of his parvents and
the place They lived In Haly,  The letter
he sent uu'\ from the county jall on Oe-
tober 0, fifteen days after his arrest
in Hoston, and about a week after
bwing brought here, shows that he com-
munleated with the same man as his
father, who Is named us his father in
the military  certificate found in his
trunk. .

A month after Merolo was convicted
an Hallan who knew him at Carleton
in the western vart of the state before
the murderer came to Ol Forge, went
up to the county fall out of curlozity to
gee 0f the right man was In oustody,
Just vne look at the privoner in the cell
was enough: the caller was thoroughly
satistied that the prisoner was Merolo,
and sald so positively. Merolo did not
delgn to recognigze him and maintained
i sullen demeanor,

Sentence of death has not been passed
upon him and will not until this appeal
is disposed of.

The erime was the most coldblooded
committed in Lackawanna county, and
has few equals In the state or any other
state. The murdered man in a defonees
was shot down wilfully
and deliberately on Sunday afternoon

at 4.0 January 17, 1894, for no other
reason than that he asked Merolo for
15 ¢ents owing to him for having been
shaved thres times,
